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ncanetion with the rumored attempt to assassinate members of the Hoxba 
Government as reported in], informtion dated 20 March 1951 states 
that the attempt was made against the Soviet Minister in Tirana, who es- 
saped injury. Following this incident, 30 persons were shot and many ar~ 
vested, The arrests are continuing and it is believed that many mre will 
take place beth in the towns and in the mountains, Further details were 
reported unavailable because of severe security measures, All arms are to 
be turned in by 10 April 1951. Contravention of these orders will result 
in severe repressive measures. 


Reports of 22 March 1951, believed reliable, state that Enver Hoxha and 
Vice-Premier Tuk Jakova are at odds and that Jekova was imprisoned on or 
about 12 March 1951. It is not know whether Jakova's arrest is connected 
with the attempt on the Soviet Minister, 


According to an official Italian sowmrce, on the basis of statements made 
by Italien repatriates who arrived from Albania on 13 March 1951, the be 
lief is current in Albania that the assassination attempt was a ruse on 
the part of the Soviets to justify severe repressive measures and to 
strengthen direct Soviet control, According to these repatriates, the 
only persons killed by the bomb explosion were minor officials (nation- 
ality not stated), 


Information dated 29 March 1951 states that the arrest of Jakova is cer~ 
tain even though it has been kept a secret by the Goverment, By 5 April 
1951 all Party members are reportedly to be called to their respective 
Party centers for discussion of the situation created by the bombing of 
the Legation and Jakova's arrest, 
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In contradiction to reports of JJakova's imprisonment, Radio Tirana stated 
on 29 March 1951 that Tuk Jekova visited Durres on that date to waleans 
ae teat af 10,000 tons* of grain arriving from the USSR aboard the 
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
